Nation  Hurts 


College  Heads 


NEW  YORK  — America  is 
producing  a generation  of  dis- 
placed scholars — educators  who 
refuse  to  become  educational 
hucksters  when  they  become  col- 
lege presidents,  according  to  the 
current  issue  of  McCall’s 

Ten  per  cent  of  American  col- 
lege presidents  find  it  necessary 
to  resign  every  year  for  this  rea- 
son. 

“THE  AVERAGE  TERM  of  of- 
fice is  down  to  four  years,  hardly 
time  to  learn  the  ropes.  Some- 
thing must  be  very  wrong  to 
have  constant  turnover  in  the  top 
Job  of  such  vitally  important  in- 
stitutions as  those  of  higher  edu- 
cation. 

“The  big  question  today  is 
whether  or  not  a scholar  can  be 
a college  president,’’  states  the 
magazine.  For  the  serious  educa- 
tor, the  task  of  college  presi- 
dent “has  become  a burden  that 
has  little  to  do  with  what  he 
cares  most  about.” 

“GETTING  MONEY”  has  now 
become  the  prime  task  of  the 
college  president.  “In  a time  of 
quick  expansion,  rising  costs  and 
building  programs,  the  liberal- 
arts  college  is  a big-business  op- 
eration, and  the  man  who  runs 
it  has  to  be  an  executive  and 
fund  raiser  par  excellence.” 
Hunting  for  endowments  and 
competing  for  bequests  now 
“takes  up  a large  slice  of  the 
president’s  energy  and  time.” 
COLLEGE  PRESIDENTS  al- 
so find  they  are  severely  limited 
in  their  power  to  change  the 
educational  policies  of  their 
school.  “I  have  the  responsibility 
without  authority,”  Benjamin 
Wright,  the  resigning  president 
of  Smith  College  in  Northamp- 
ton, Massachusetts,  said. 

“It’s  frustrating  for  the  presi- 
dent to  attempt  to  achieve  any 
basic  changes  or  experiments  in 
education;  that  is  all  done  in 
faculty  committee  meetings.” 
THE  PRESIDENT  of  a col- 
lege is  also  isolated  from  the  stu- 
dents. Many  try  to  maintain  a 
teaching  schedule  along  with 
their  administrative  duties,  but 
find  they  usually  miss  half  the 
classes.  The  very  nature  of  the 
president’s  task  separates  him 
from  the  teaching  process. 

Because  of  these  problems, 
“the  trend  in  the  college  presi- 
dency appears  to  be  in  the  direc- 
tion of  a first-rate  business  ad- 
ministrator with  enough  scholar- 
ship so  that  it  looks  good  at  com- 
mencement.”

A senior  resident’s  life  at 
Brigham  Young  University  can’t 
be  very  exciting  anymore. 

Not  when  D-5  head  Herb 
Christensen  has  to  practice  sky- 
diving more  than  3000  feet 
above  terra  firma  for  thrills  be- 
tween classes.  In  a sport  where 
there  are  no  “unsuccessful  at- 
tempts,” the  senior  spysics  ma- 
jor has  completed  11  parachute 
jumps. 

Christensen  is  president  of  the 
Utah  Parachute  Club,  presently 
an  understandably  ultra-exclus- 
ive group  of  three  dues-paying 
members.  However,  some  would- 
be  members  are  under  consider- 
ation and  others  are  being 
sought. 

With-  the  analytic  mind  of  a 
physical  science  major,  he  views 
skydiving  as  more  of  an  art  than 
a sport  of  thrills.  But  skydiving 
is  now  a recognized  Olympic 
sport,  according  to  Christensen, 
and  the  Utah  Parachute  Club 
hopes  to  enter  national  and  in- 
tercollegiate competition  when 
fully  organized. 

Skydiving  combines  parachute 
jumping  with  ethereal  acrobat- 
ics. Jumpers  twist  and  contort  in 
given  patterns  for  as  long  as  80 
seconds  before  opening  their 
chutes,  acording  to  Honor  Coun- 
cil vice  chairman-jumper  Ste- 
wart Benedick  Jr.,  another  club 
member.

Speaking  at  the  inauguration  of  Dr.  Charles  Franklin 
Marsh,  as  president  of  Wofford  College,  Spartanburg,  S.  C. 
recently,  educator  Dr.  Louis  B.  Wright  boldly  attacked  inter- 
collegiate football  as,  “as  obsolete  as  the  tail  of  the  dinosaur.” 
Dr.  Wright  claimed  that  “if  it  were  not  for  so^me  of  the 
more  thick-headed  alumni,  it  (football)  would  disappear  over- 
night from  many  American  Colleges.”  He  further  stated  that 
“every  autumn  it  does  more  harm  to  the  efficiency  of  American 
colleges  than  a plague  of  influenza.  And  it  is  frequently  so  dis- 
honest that  it  forces  upon  administrations  a kind  of  casuistry 
little  above  outright  lying  as  they  try  to  rationalize  ‘athletic 
scholarships’  and  other  forms  of  buying  up  football  players.” 


Gymnastics  Exhibition 
To  End  Day-long  Meet 


Continuing  his  attack,  Dr.  Wright  claimed  that  intercolle- 
giate athletics  “have  become  just  another  type  of  commercial- 
ized entertainment  and  are  more  properly  a function  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce.  . . .” 


MAYBE  SO,  BUT  I DISAGREE 
The  basic  fallacy  I find  with  Dr.  Wright’s  statements  is 
that  he  claims  football  is  obsolete. By  his  very  words  he  implies 
that  football  once  served  a function.  That  function  of  developing 
leadership  and  providing  physical  training,  is  as  necessary  and 
desirable  today  as  it  was  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  With  to- 
day’s increasingly  complex  world,  leadership  and  drive  are  per- 
haps even  more  important  than  in  1900.  And,  as  far  as  I’m 
concerned,  athletic  competition  helps  a person  achieve  this 
ability.

In  fact,  BYU  Athletic  Director  Eddie 
Kimball  would  be  the  first  to  agree  that  entertainment  of  BYU 
sudents  is  the  major  reason  for  football  at  BYU.  But  what  of  it, 
nothing  does  more  for  both  the  prestige  of  the  school  and  also 
its  morale  than  a winning  gridiron  eleven.

I think 
Wright  is  unfounded  in  his  belief  that  football  leads  to  “inef- 
fiency.”  Spending  to  or  three  hours  pleasantly  taking  in  a foot- 
ball contest  neither  does  or  doesn’t  affect  one’s  studies  unless 
you  happen  to  be  on  the  team. 

Then  an  “athletic  scholarship”  is  intended  to  help  compen- 
sate for  your  loss.  And,  ofttimes  this  this  type  of  financial  aid 
has  helped  give  a deserving  student  the  boost  necessary  to  gain 
an  education. 

Since  football  is  entertainment  for  we  the  students  it  cer- 
tainly can’t  fall  under  the  chamber  of  commerce  anymore  than 
the  school’s  lyceum  program  can.  Rationalize  “scholarships”? 
Not  here.  Kimball  will  quite  bluntly  admit  that  we  offer  grants- 
in-aid  to  give  the  studentbody  the  best  in  entertainment,  and 
why  not  view  the  best  possible? 

MONTANA’S  CHOICE 

Following  a violent  campaign  over  the  pros  and  cons  of  the 
necessities  of  an  intercollegiate  athletic  program  at  MSU,  the 
Grizzly  students  by  about  a 10  per  cent  majority  decided  that 
a sound  program  is  necessary  in  an  academic  atmosphere. 

One  of  the  deciding  factors  in  favor  of  MSU’s  decision,  was 
the  fact  that  athletic  publicity  does  a service  to  a university 
that  can’t  be  achieved  any  other  way.

But  then,  maybe  Dr.  Wright  never  heard  of  Santa  Clara, 
or  for  that  matter  felt  the  joy  of  playing  the  game  of  football  as 
a youngster.  One  thing’s  for  sure,  he  and  I will  never  see  eye 
to  eye  until  he  changes  his  opinion.
